—General Otis' 
cable to the w ar departm ent concern­ 
ing the situation in the Philippines ie 
very encouraging. 
The tone of the dis­ 
patch leads the officials here to believe 
the end of the Filipino insurrection is 
near ut hand. 
The following is the text of the dis­ 
patch from G eneral Otis: 
"Succeeded in passing arm y gunboats 
to C alum pit for use on the Rio Grande 
river: railw ay connections 
w ith th at 
point secured this week. 
The passage 
of the gunboats through the Macabebe 
country was hailed w ith joyful demon­ 
strations by the inhabitants. 
"In the country passed over by the 
troops a tem porary civil adm inistra­ 
tion was inaugurated and protection 
against insurgent abuses given as far as 
possible. 
Signs of the insurgent disin­ 
tegration are daily manifested. 
The 
obstacles can be overcome.” 
In reply to the cable A djutant G ener­ 
al Corbin sent W ednesday night re­ 
garding the return of volunteers. G ener­ 
al Otis has cabled the following: 
"V olunteers organizations first to re­ 
turn are now in Negros, 4 S miles from 
M anila at the front 
It is expected the 
transports now arriving will take the 
returning volunteers. 
The volunteers 
understood they would begin leaving 
for the U nited States the latter part of 
this m onth: they know the importance 
of their presence a t this time and accept 
the sacrifice which the United States 
interests make imperative. 
"The Hancock is now entering the h ar­ 
bor. 
Transports returning this week 
are carrying the sick and wounded. 
The Pennsylvania and St. Paul are not 
needed any longer in southern water* 
where they have been retained, benet 
the dispatch transports 
Nelson and 
Cleveland brought freight; will return 
w ithout cargos.” 
The Hancock, which General Otis re­ 
ports as entering the harbor, sailed from 
San Francisco April 1H, carrying the 
Twenty-first infantry, light battery E ol 
the F irst artillery, 89 officers and 14.*»I 
enlisted men. Colonel Jacob Kline of the 
Twenty-first infantry, commanding. 
L ater dispatch from General Otis says 
"H ealth conditions of troops which 
arrived on the Hancock are good; two 
death en route.

These vessels will be prepared for their 
new duties as speedily as possible, and 
work has already been begun under u r­ 
gency orders on the Thomas, which is 
the largest and finest owned by the gov­ 
ernm ent, and she will be ready to de­ 
p art w ith one comp ote regim ent and ai 
additional b attalio n before the end ol 
the present month. 
They are expected to transport the 
Seventh and N ineteenth regiments ol 
infantry and Die First aud Seventh ar 
till. ry, although tho former commem! 


may be substituted for one of these be 
* ire the sailing dates. 
The Seventh in­ 
fantry Is now distributed at posts easl 
of the Missouri, the N ineteenth is ic 
Porte Rico, the .Seventh artillery is along 
the Atlantic coast north of Washington 
and the First is at the coast defense! 
south of the Chesapeake and along the 
gulf. 
The project to send the regiments by 
way of New York City and Suez is based 
on considerations sim ilar to those w hirl 
governed the war departm ent in sending 
the Grent, Sherman ::n I Sheridan by 
th a t route. 
The expense of transport­ 
ing the troops by rail across the conti­ 
nent amounts to $80,000 a regiment and 
is saved, and the transports are sent to 
the Paeific where they are the most 
needed, as few Cuban or Porto Rican 
garrisons 
will 
require much 
mov­ 
ing about for a long time to come. It is 
is also essen! a1 at this time to release a 
a number of cnartered vessels now used 
by t h -army in the Pacific andthefTbom- 
a», the Meade and the Logan are re­ 
quired in their places. 
On lh • Pacific coast two more regi­ 
ments the Fifth and Sixteenth infantry, 
will start for Manila this month. 
The 
former will leave San Francisco on the 
Sherman, on May 22, and the latter on 
the Giant a week later. 
W ithin a week it is believed that Gen. 
Otis will be in a position to begin send­ 
ing home the volunteers from the Phil­ 
ippines by every available steamer, as 
im portant reinforcem ents are about due 
to reach him. 
These consist of a regular infantry 
regim ent and ll batteries of artillery. 
The latter are believed to be more need­ 
ed at Manila ju st now than anything 
tdse, as they will relieve practically all 
the small arm s soldiers, volunteers and 
regulars, now required for the defense 
of the city. 
It is explained by arm y officials that 
while infantry and cavalry are the 
troops most needed for aggressive for­ 
ward movements, a well served battery 
of artillery is almost equal to a regiment 
of infantry for holding an intrenched 
position, and the arrival of ll such bat­ 
teries at this time will be of incalcula­ 
ble advantage to General Otis for main­ 
taining positions already taken and for 
deterring the insurgents from threaten­ 
ing the city of Manila. 
The Newport, which nearly a year 
ago took General Merritt to Manila, has 
made the journey in 25 days, and as she 
left San Francisco on April 20 she is 
nearly due. 
She carried light battery F 
of the Fourth artillery and light bat­ 
tery F of the Fifth artillery and a num­ 
ber of recruits. 
The W arren left San Francisco on the 
20th w ith light battery F, Eighth artil­ 
lery and is scheduled to arrive next 
week.
